REVISION OF THE TREATY: 


We havo boforo us a pamphlet contain- 
ing tho various Memorials addressed 
by Chambers of Commerce in China to 
British Minister at Poking, on the 
subject of the rovision of the treaty of 
ntain; and although we hare already 
‘noticed each paper at its timo of issue, 
it may not bo labour thrown away to 
give thom n glance they stand wide 
iy side, to. soo what tho moreantile 
community in China really want, and 
to consider what may be their chances 
of obtaining the objects of their desires, 
Shangbal comes first, cee clear and 
‘vigorous language says what it wants. 
Tt needs first and foremost s Minister 
with energy to claim and powor to on- 
force our rights; one who will not bo 
led away by utopian schemes for doc- 
toring the ‘worn-out framo of Ohineso 
Fovoroment, to the neglect of claims we 
ave a right to make; and who will bo 
authorized to make’ tho strength of 
foreigners felt by tho wenk officials who 
woald keop them from their rights, 
May its wish bo gratified. Qur ex- 
poongs hithoto, in Chinn bas not 
‘favourable.
